KENNEDY ORDERS DEFENSES REEFED UP 


Some ol U.S. 
Nuclear Arms 
Now Obsolete 


A EC Tells Congress 
O f Danger in Tests 
W ithout Inspection 


WASHINGTON (APT—The Unit­ 
ed States has built up such an 
arsenal of new and Improved nu­ 
clear weapons that it has started 
relegating obsolescent models to 
retirem ent, 
the 
Atomic 
Energy 
Commission disclosed today. 
The 
AEC 
said 
the 
nation’s 
present nuclear weapons strength 
—both in num bers and variety— 
offers 
a 
“ powerful 
deterrent 
against aggression.” 
But the AEC added this alert 
to its annual report to Congress: 
F urther 
dram atic 
advances 
in 
weapons are possible through fur­ 
th er nuclear testing, and therefore 
a th reat to the free world is “ im ­ 
plicit 
in 
a 
continued 
unpoliced 
m oratorium on weapons testing.” 
The 
commission 
indicated 
its 
belief in the possibility that the 
Soviet Union may have been con­ 
ducting underground sneak tests 
of 
weapons 
during the 
current 
m oratorium , in effect since 1958. 
“ This commission is full in ac­ 
cord,” said the report, “ with the 
national policy of attaining cessa­ 
tion of nuclear weapons tests un­ 
d er a treaty that w'ould establish 
international controls adquate to 
assure com pliance with its pro­ 
visions. 
“ The commission, however, also 
feels a strong sense of responsi­ 
bility to point out the risks to free 
world suprem acy in nuclear weap­ 
ons—and the resultant threat to 
the free world—that are implicit 
in a continued unpoliced m ora­ 
torium on weapons testing.” 
The AEC gave its appraisal of 
A m erica’s present strength in nu­ 
clear arm s. 
“ In the field of national de­ 
fense,” it said, “ the commission 
can take satisfaction in having de­ 
veloped and m anufactured a vari­ 
ety of nuclear weapons and w ar­ 
heads in am ple quantities to meet 
tile current requirem ents of the 
D epartm ent of Defense. 
‘‘N uclear 
weapons 
have 
been 
m ade available for Strategic and 
Tactical Air Forces and for m is­ 
sile 
batteries. 
During 
1960, 
the 
first subm arine arm ed with nu­ 
clear missiles as well as powered 
with a nuclear reactor—the Po­ 
laris m issile-carrying USS George 
W ashington—undertook 
its 
first 
routine mission.” 
“ The world knows,” said the 
AEC, “ we have an am ple store 
of a variety of nuclear weapons— 
an arm am ent that represents a 
powerful 
deterrent 
against 
ag­ 
gression.’' 
Iu other highlights of its 544- 
page report, the com mission re­ 
vealed: 
1. 
Progress toward 
producing 
atom ic power at costs com petitive 
with power produced by conven­ 
tional fuels, and “ we are explor­ 
ing new and radical concepts for 
power reactors with the objective 
of reducing further the cost of 
power from nuclear sources.” 
2. Advances in developing nu­ 
clear-powered space rockets and 
nuclear-powered aircraft. 
3. 
Radioactive Strontium 
90— 
the sam e m aterial th a t’s so great­ 
ly feared in the fallout from nu­ 
clear bombs tests—is being used 
to develop special electric power 
units and will be used by the 
Coast Guard in coastal light buoys 
and by the Navy and W eather 
B ureau for autom atic w eather sta­ 
tions. 
4. Work has started to develop 
special 
instrum ents which could 
he carried by space satellites to 
detect nuclear explosions in outer 
space. 


G O P Plans To Cut 
DiSalle's Budget 


COLUMBUS (A P) — After a 
two-week dispute, it now appears 
Republicans in the Ohio Legisla­ 
ture are about ready to introduce 
Dem ocratic Gov. Michael V. Di- 
Salle’s appropriations bill, minus 
the $75 million needed to put it 
in balance. 
The big money 
m easure still 
will call for spending of nearly 
$2.1 billion in the next two years 
despite the cuts Finance Director 
Jam es H. Maloon has promised 
to suggest before it goes officially 
to the House. The appropriations 
hill probably will get early hear­ 
ings which likely will last IO weeks 
to three months in the House be­ 
fore the m easure is turned over 
to the Senate.

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. (AP) 
—A very sm art young earthling 
soon will test w hether the brain 
clicks 
along 
norm ally 
or goes 
haywire in space flight. 
This earthling will be a chim ­ 
panzee, 
one 
of 
m an’s 
closest 
cousins 
in 
the 
departm ent 
of 
sm artness. 
He, or she. will provide the first 
careful 
m easurem ents 
whether 
mental faculties and reflexes are 
taking off in a rocket, and float 
taking off in a rockt, and float­ 
ing in space without the fam iliar 
sensation of having weight. 
A highly trained chimpanzee is 
scheduled 
to 
ride 
Tuesday 
115 
miles 
up and 
290 
miles down 
range into the Atlantic ocean from 
this fam ous space port. 
Later, if all goes well, one of 
seven human astronauts is sched­ 
uled to take the sam e type of 
ride in another step toward hu­ 
man trips orbiting the earth. 
The chim panzee will have jobs 
to do in his brief ride. 
Mental processes of the young 
chimps are closer to those of man 
than 
the 
ape, 
scientists report. 
And their reaction tim e of .7 of a 
second is close to m an’s .5 of a 
second. 


Six chimps have trained to flick 
levers when lights go on or else 
they get slight electrical shocks 
through 
the 
foot. 
They 
have 
learned to perform almost per­ 
fectly in the laboratories. 
A key question is whether they 
can do as well under the oppres­ 
sive pressure of rocket takeoff 
and during nearly five minutes 
tim e of zero gravity in the arcing 
ride.

WASHINGTON (AP) — P resi­ 
dent Kennedy is going in for less 
form ality in his White House of­ 
fice—logs burning in the fireplace, 
flanked by two com fortable sofas, 
with a coffee table in between. 
Kennedy has had the oval presi­ 
dential office repainted from pale 
green 
to off-white and ordered 
pictures 
of 
George 
Washington 
and other historical predecessors 
rem oved in favor of stirring naval 
battle scenes. 


R eporters got a weekend look 
at t*>e executive office after Ken­ 
nedy votoed the green walls which 
had just been freshly redone 
for 
him in the sam e color favored by 
form er President Dwight I). Ei­ 
senhower. 
Kennedy has on his desk some 
bookends 
left over from 
Eisen­ 
hower. They feature gold eagles 
mounted on a navy blue base with 
five gold stars—the insignia of a 
general of the arm y. The book­ 
ends hold a copy of the Bible, a 
world 
Alm anac 
and 
two 
books 
written by Kennedy himself. 
On Kennedy’s desk are the be­ 
ginnings of what looks like a com ­ 
fortable perm anent clutter: a co­ 
conut shell w ar memento, a fa­ 
vorite 
pair 
of 
daggers 
paper 
weight and an ash tray to service 
his occasional cigars. 
The coconut shell, encased in 
plastic, is the one scratched with 
an SOS m essage which Kennedy 
sent with a native for help when 
he was marooned on a Pacific 
island after his PT boat was cut 
in two by a Japanese destroyer 
during World W ar II.

WASHINGTON (A P)—The Ken­ 
nedy adm inistration faces its first 
key vote in the House Tuesday. It 
is on a plan to enlarge the Rules 
Com mittee, tile group of 12 men 
who decide w hat bills com e be­ 
fore the House. 
Speaker Sam R a y b u r n an­ 
nounced over the weekend there 
would he no com prom ise on his 
plan to add three m em bers to the 
com m ittee. This would break the 
power of four conservative Repub­ 
licans and two Southern Demo­ 
crats on the com m ittee W'ho con­ 
sistently have blocked House votes 
on many social w elfare bills. 
Ending this power ic the first 
key to getting President Kenne­ 
dy's 
New 
Frontier 
legislation 
through 
Congress. 
Many 
House 
liberals regard the step as ab­ 
solutely essential if bills are to 
be enacted 
covering these 
Ken­ 
nedy pledges: 
aid to education, 
aid to depressed areas, housing 
under Social Security, and raising 
the minimum wage. 
Rayburn is deeply com m itted to 
ending the bottleneck power of 
the com mittee. His “ no com pro­ 
m ise” announcement Saturday in­ 
dicates he thinks he now has the 
votes to win. 
Rep. Howard W. Smith of Vir­ 
ginia is chairm an of the Rules 
Com mittee and one of the South­ 
ern Dem ocrats who team s with 
the Republicans to produce bill- 
blocking 6-6 tie votes in the com ­ 
mittee. 
Smith had offered to clear the 
five 
m ajor 
Kennedy 
legislative 
proposals and also to give up the 
com m ittee’s 
power 
to 
prevent 
bills from going to House-Senate 
conferences in return for leaving 
his com m ittee alone. 
But Rayburn said, “ Five bills 
is just a couple of w eeks’ work. 
W e've 
got 
a 
tw o-year 
session 
coming up, and I ’ve got to look 
at the long haul. 
“ I don’t know what bills are 
going to come up, hut I think the 
newly 
elected 
President 
has 
a 
right to get his legislative pro­ 
gram considered in the House. 
“ And I think that with a Rules 


Committee as composed now it 
couldn’t be done. 
A com m ittee 
divided 6-6 can't do business.” 
The Rayburn plan would add 
two Dem ocrats and one Republi­ 
can to the com m ittee. The two 
new D em ocrats presum ably could 
be counted on to vote w’th the 
adm inistration. Bills thus could he 
freed for action by an 8-7 vote, 
even if the new Republican joined 
the conservatie coalition.

science instead of the terrors. 
He specifically invited the So- 
let Union to join with the United 
States now* in a

program “ which some day may 
unlock the deepest secrets of the 
universe.” 
In the political and diplom atic 
areas, Kennedy noted he already 
has taken steps aimed at expand­ 
ing and c(K*rdinating the nation’s 
disarm am ent effort. 
“ The deadly arm s race, and the 
huge resources it absorbs, have 
too long overshadowed all else we 
do. We must prevent that arm s 
race from spreading to new na­ 
tions, to new nuclear powers and 
the reaches of outer space.” 
Reporting on his study of world 
problem s since taking office, the 
crises multiply. Each day their 
solution 
grows 
more 
difficult. 
Each day we draw nearer the 
hour 
of maximum 
danger, 
a 
weapons spread and hostile forces 
grow stronger. 
“ I feel I must inform the Con­ 
gress that our analyses over the 
last IO days make it clear that— 
in each of these principal areas 
of crisis—the tide of events has 
been running out and t i m e has 
not been our friend.” 
“ In Asia, the relentless pres­ 
sures of the Communist Chinese 
m enace the security of the entire 
area,” Kennedy said. 
“ In Africa, the Congo has been 
brutally torn by civil strife. . . 
“ In Latin America, Communist 
agents have established a base 
on Cuba. 
“ In Europe, our alliances are 
unfulfilled and in some disarray. 
The 
unity 
of 
NATO 
has 
been 
weakened 
by 
economic 
rivalry 
and partially eroded by national 
interest. . .” 
Over all, Kennedy said, the first 
great obstacle to solution of these 
problem s “ is still our relations 
with the Soviet Union and Com­ 
munist China.” 
“ We must never be lulled into 
believing that either power has 
yielded its ambitions for world 
dom ination,” he added. 
As for his orders for a three- 
way speedy bolstering of the n a­ 
tion’s defenses, Kennedy said:

celerated by nine months by using

President 
of the 
United 
States is a powerful official but he 
is neither a potentate nor a dic­ 
tator. He holds office by the will 
of the people who have several 
ways of showing their satisfaction 
and dissatisfaction. And they, the 
American people, do not limit their 
judgement to polities and econo­ 
mics. but they are very jealous 
of a President's conduct in office, 
his habits, his manners, his court­ 
esies. his “ good conduct,” as the 
phrase goes. 
The position of the president is 
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lonely, lf his nature is gregarious, 
he is forced, by the character of 
his office, to curb his taste. Her­ 
bert Hoover who is a Quaker and 
a modest man was shocked when 
his most intimate friends referred 
to him as “ Mr. President,” in­ 
stead of Herbert. But he. like all 
other, soon enough realized that 
part of the job is maintaining the 
dignity of the office. It is like wear­ 
ing the proper clothes on the pro­ 
per occasion. 
There is an old saying, “ T h e 
Captain eats alone,” which is true 
in all navies, although on passeng­ 
er ships the Captain does a public 
relations job and eats with custom­ 
ers. The question is what barriers 
a 
President can let down without 
letting all of them down. Theodore 
Roosevelt and Franklin D. Roose­ 
velt were like - minded in their 
interest in people whose names ap­ 
peared in the news.

The fact that she went 
to bed at a reasonable hour, leav­ 
ing the Inaugural festivities when 
her part in them was properly over 
made a very good impression. The 
torch, as the President said, has I 
passed to youth and the manners 
of a nation are set by those on 
top. It appears that Mrs. Kennedy 
may set a new tone in manners. 
It looks, however, as though with 
youth will come no Beatniks. 
The Hundred Days — as they 
are called — are any President’s 
grand opportunity to create the at­ 
mosphere for himself to establish 
leadership. Franklin D. Roosevelt 
took full advantage of this period. 
He came out of it a very strong 
man — a strength which he nev­ 
er lost. This was not true of Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower who was more 
popular before his election that at 
any time during his first term. He 
did much better during his second 
term . 
Presidents 
sometimes 
suffer 
from greatness- others suffer from 
a desire to be exactly as they were 
before they were elected to this 
high office. Harding never chang­ 
ed; Woodrow Wilson became over­ 
weening and jealous of his high 
estate in the world. High office can 
bring out unexpected characteris­ 
tics in a man’s nature. On the oth­ 
er hand, there are those who und­ 
erstand that when it is all over, 
some may even remember them 
on their birthday.

NEW YORK (AP) — President 
Kennedy today joins President Ei­ 
senhower in setting forth the State 
of the Union. 
But for millions of Americans 
the state of the family’s economy 
is pretty well summed up in an­ 
other report: The rising cost of 
living. 
And the slide rule boys, without 
much of a glance at world and 
domestic political turmoils, think 
that the outlook for the index of 
consumer prices is in for more 
of the same. 
That 
is. 
still 
rising. 
Slowly, 
probably. But surely. 
The family heads, furthermore, 
know that the index doesn't cover 
everything. There are other costs 
that keep going up. The cost of 
putting the c h i l d r e n through 
school, for example. The cost now 
looming on the horizon of updat­ 
ing the womenfolk in line with the 
latest fashion news from Paris. 
The cost of many another on a 
long list of items that deal with 
status—in 
the 
neighborhood, 
at 
the office. 
Maybe these don’t belong in a 
factual index like the Bureau of 
Labor Statistic’s one on consumer 
prices. This considers the things 
that the average middle-income 
family in cities buy. 
The BLS changes the contents 
of the index from time to time, 
to keep up with changing con­ 
sumer habits. But always there 
are those extras—the ones that 
the family income earner learns 
about quickly, even if the BLS 
doesn’t. 
It’s index covers plenty of things 
however. Almost all of them have 
gone up this past year. The BLS 
officials say price levels probably 
will go right on creeping higher 
this year, as they did last year. 
You remember last year? That’s 
the year the exoerts told you to 
stop worrying about inflation. It 
was a dead issue. In financial cir­ 
cles it was. But in family circles 
inflation usually means the cost 
of living, monetary experts to the 
contrary, notwithstanding. 
The BLS index uses the 1947-49 
average as a base of IOO. It re­ 
ports 
the 
December 
figure 
as 
127.5. A year ago the index was 
125.5. 
Biggest gainer, both in 1960 and 
in the long haul since the 1947-49 
era is medical care. It is now 
carried at 158.0, a really whopping 
rise. In 1960 it went up 4 8 from 
the 153.2 a year ago. 
The next biggest advance over 
the 
stretch 
from 
the 
starting 
point is rent, now 142.8, and up 
2.0 in the last year. 


Food, however, is the biggest 
culprit of recent weeks. Much of i 
the latest price rise is blamed on 
bad weather that sent up delivery 
costs and caused shortages. That 
part of the index is now 121.4, a 
gain of 3.6 in a year. 
The 
BLS 
lists other year-to- 
year rises as follows: Gas and 
electricity, up 2.9; housing and 
recreation, each up 1.9; apparel, 
up 1.4. 
Then we come to the heroes in 
the latest figures on the index, 
those that are lower than in De­ 
cember 1959. 
Transportation is down by 2.2. 
Much of the drop is credited to 
the popularity of the compacts, 
which cost less to buy and to run. 
But the current index level of 
transportation is 146.5. second only j 
to medical care in the increase

Two — a suspension of tile rules 
can accomplish the sam e purpose.

On Wednes­ 
day of each week, the Speaker 
calls each standing Committee 
in alphabetical order. A Commit­ 
tee when named may call 
up 
for consideration any bill report­ 
ed by it on a previous day and 
pending on the House or Union 
Calendar. 
As you can see none of these 
methods presents a problem to the 
m ajority 
leadership. 
Therefore 
the claim that the Rules Commit­ 
tee bottles up legislation is an un­ 
justified one. 
The real issue and a very dang­ 
erous one is the aim of a special 
interest group to gain control 
of 
the Rules Com mittee so it can pre­ 
sent legislation when it chooses un­ 
der a closed rule, thereby, prevent­ 
ing any debate 
or 
any 
am end­ 
m ents thereto. 
The minority could not question 
the legislation, could not offer any 
corrections, deletions or am end­ 
ments. They could not debate or 
offer their reasons for being pro 
or con on the legislation. By the 
sam e token the m ajority would be 
ham strung and prevented from ex­ 
pressing their views. 
If you were not on the legislative 
com m ittee that considered the bill 
or on the Rules Com mittee, then 
chances are you would not know 
what the bill is about because of 
the trem endous volume of bills be­ 
fore Congress — already in the 
thousands for the 87th Congress.

IT IS physically and 
m entally 
impossible to know the contents, 
im plications and ram ifications of 
every bill before Congress. There 
fore the minority and even the 
m ajority would not and could not 
understand 
the 
legislation upon 
which they were voting. 
How under such circum stances 
could you vote intelligently? The 
people represented by the minority 
would be denied effective repre 
sentation. 
Isn’t this half of the country en­ 
titled to representation just as 
much as the other? Aren’t they 
entitled to have a voice in govern­ 
ment? Aren’t they entitled to free­ 
dom of expression through their 


representatives? 
After all, half of the people vot­ 
ing in this country are not in favor 
of the Adm inistration’s program — 
at least they voted against it. 
Futherm ore the packing of this 
Committee would establish a dan­ 
gerous 
precedent. 
If this 
were 
done — then any Com m ittee could 
be packed for any reason of any 
special interest group. This is not 
Americanism, Only through equi­ 
table rules, based on sound judg­ 
ment, fairly adm inistered with the 
welfare of all in mind, can a “ Rep­ 
ublic 
in 
a 
D em ocracy” flourish 
And only under such a system can 
the two party system survive. 
In addition to this, legislation 
should be able to stand on its 
merits. If it’s good for the coun­ 
try it can be defended and just­ 
ified. 
I, for one, would support any 
legislation that wras in the best in­ 
terests of the country and my dis­ 
trict regardless of who its propon­ 
ents w'ere or how' the other m em ­ 
bers of Congress voted on it. If 
the legislation can 
stand 
on 
its 
m erits it isn’t necessary to use de­ 
vious methods or a packing pro­ 
cedure to get it passed. 
There is no justifiable need for 
packing the Rules Com mittee.

Beach. Fla., he was “ happy and 
proud of the honor of being se­ 
lected.” Max' expects to be on 
hand personally w’hen his plaque 
is dedicated. 
Hamilton, who died in 1940, was 
one of the truly great stars of the 
pre-1900 days of baseball. He had 
a lifetime batting average of .344 
while playing with Philadelphia 
and Boston from 1890 to 1901.
